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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  school  board  and  citizens  of  Auburn  I  hereby  submit 
my  4th  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

New  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Mr.  Bernard  Ellis  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools  as  of  July  1,  1966  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  when  Mr.  Ira  Stickney  resigned  in  February  1966  to 
assume  the  position  of  Consultant  in  the  Division  of  Administra- 
tion with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  in 
Concord,  N.H.  Mr.  Stickney  will  deal  in  problems  of  school 
construction,  reorganization  and  school  administration  problems. 
His  service  to  Supervisory  Union  #10  was  much  appreciated, 
and  we  wish  him  success  in  his  new  position. 

Mr.  Ellis  originated  from  the  Keene,  N.H.  area  where  he 
attended  the  local  schools  and  graduated  from  Keene  State 
College.  He  taught  and  held  administrative  and  supervisory 
positions  in  Connecticut  for  more  than  ten  years.  Mr.  Ellis  holds 
advanced  degrees  from  University  of  Connecticut  and  University 
of  Hartford. 

Growth 

The  fact  that  we  live  in  a  growing  community  is  now  quite 
well  established  but  the  amount  of  the  growth  yet  to  come  is  still 
subject  for  speculation  and  will  no  doubt  overshadow  anything 
we  can  imagine  at  the  moment.

3.  Medical  Science  will  continue  to  increase  life  expectancy 
of  a  person  living  in  the  United  States. 

4.  Technology  will  continue  to  affect  the  work  week  and 
job  opportunities. 

5.  Mobility  will  continue  to  be  a  way  of  life. 
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6.  Interdependence  among  various  regions  of  the  country 
and   various  parts  of  the  world  will  continue  to  grow. 

7.  The  population  of  New  Hampshire  is  expected  to  nearly 
triple  over  the  next  60  years.  Reduction  of  the  birth  rate 
on  a  national  scale  has  led  to  revision  of  the  total 
population  increase  for  New  England.  However,  New 
Hampshire  has  witnessed  a  larger  total  population  in- 
crease than  predicted  by  the  1960  census.  Immigration 
is  expected  to  more  than  overcome  the  decline  in  natural 
increases  and  continue  New  Hampshire's  trend. 

The  problem  of  providing  quality  education  will  increase 
in  difficulty  as  the  population  continues  to  grow. 

The  impact  of  expanding  costs  of  education  is  keenly  felt 
by  the  home  owner.  I  feel  strongly  that  other  sources  of  taxes 
must  be  explored  in  order  that  the  property  owner  will  be  able 
to  share  the  heavy  burden  of  education  costs  and  also  provide 
for  the  many  other  civic  improvement  demands  that  a  growing 
town  needs. 

The  School  Board,  School  Building  Committee  and  citizens 
of  Auburn  can  be  very  proud  of  the  new  addition  that  came  into 
being  thru  a  great  cooperative  effort. 

Even  more  pleasure  can  be  derived  from  expanded  curriculum 
that  can  now  take  place  inside  the  new  construction.  The  science 
room  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  Junior  High  rooms  in  the  state. 
The  Multi-purpose  room  with  stage  will  allow  many  large  group 
activities,  such  as  physical  education,  large  group  instruction 
and  movies,  plays  and  skits,  music  programs  and  many  others. 
The  classrooms  are  large,  well-equipped  learning  stations  and 
the  library,  although  small,  will  be  a  most  important  area  for  the 
curriculum  to  be  explored  and  expanded. 

The  foreward-thinking  school  board  and  building  committee 
included  expansion  into  the  building  plans  so  when  the  school 
population  increases  to  the  next  stage,  more  classrooms  may  be 
added  over  the  present  classrooms  thus  bringing  the  present 
school  plant  to  a  total  of  20  rooms. 

The  growth  of  Auburn  after  the  next  addition  may  indicate  a 
new  school  in  a  new  location. 

I  believe  that  the  critical  areas  ahead  will  be  in 

1.    Secondary  or  High  School  education. 
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2.  Attracting  and  holding  the  best  possible  teachers,  as 
this  is  the  most  important  and  most  meaningful  area  for 
the  education  of  Auburn  children. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  school 
board,  school  building  committee,  principal  and  staff  of  the 
Village  School  and  to  the  citizens  of  Auburn  for  their  help  in 
educating  the  youth  of  the  town,  "our  most  important  asset".

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RFPORT   OF  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  hereby  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  to 
the  people  of  Auburn. 

Having  assumed  my  duties  as  of  July  1,  1966,  it  is  only 
possible    to    make    general    comments    concerning   your  school. 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  town  should  be  the  new  addition 
to  your  school.  This  addition  has  enabled  the  staff  to  broaden 
the  curriculum  for  the  children  of  Auburn.  These  changes  in- 
clude the  following: 

1.  A   science   laboratory  that  is   one  of  the   best  in  this 
state  on  the  elementary  level 

2.  Central  school  library 

3.  Expanded  Physical  Education  program. 

The  curriculum  project  has  selected  consultants  who  will 
work  with  each  committee  from  time  to  time  during  the  study. 
Mr.  Howard  Beatty,  from  Newton,  Mass.,  will  work  with  the 
Social  Studies  group  and  Dr.  Richard  Chambers,  from  Boston 
University,  will  work  with  the  Language  Art  Committee.  It  is  the 
aim  of  these  committees  to  develop  a  curriculum  that  is  designed 
for  the  students  and  teachers  of  Auburn. 

A  pilot-testing  program  from  Science  Research  Associates 
was  conducted  at  the  seventh  grade  level  this  fall.  The  informa- 
tion derived  from  these  tests  proved  to  be  most  useful  to  the 
teachers  and  administration.  This  testing  program  will  be  broad- 
ened to  include  a  greater  number  of  students  starting  in  October 
1967. 

As  a  growing  community,  we  are  faced  with  the  usual  prob- 
lems of  additional  space,  and  expanding  educational  program. 
However,  with  our  interested  townspeople  and  dedicated  school 
board,  progress  is  being  made  towards  an  excellent  educational 
program  for  our  students. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Auburn,  the  School 
Board,  Mr.  Dolph  and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  making  the 
return  to  New  Hampshire  a  pleasant  experience  for  my  family  and 
myself.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  Board,  citizens  of  Auburn,  N.H.  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Aubum  Village  School. 

When  our  doors  opened  in  September  for  the  school  year 
1965-66,  there  was  not  enough  classroom  space  available  in  the 
Village  School  As  a  result,  a  second  grade  class  and  a  combin- 
ation third  and  fourth  grade  class  were  housed  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  school  enrollment  fluctuated  from  285  students  in  Sep- 
tember to  300  in  December  and  back  down  to  289  students  in 
June  of  1966. 

The  staff  of  the  Auburn  Village  School  has  worked  very  hard 
this  year  to  implant  many  and  varied  improvements  within  the 
curriculum. 

Modern  Mathematics  is  now  being  taught  in  grades  one 
through  four  and  in  grades  seven  and  eight  as  well.  This  program 
will  enable  our  students  to  compete  in  a  modern  world. 

The  reading  program  has  been  enriched  to  the  point  where 
all  students  in  grades  one  through  six  are  using  the  newly  re- 
vised reading  textbooks  in  the  Scott  Foresman  series. 

Approximately  $4,000.00  was  spent  for  reading  equipment 
and  a  remedial  reading  teacher.  This  program  was  made  possible 
with  Federal  monies  under  Titie  I  of  the  ESEA  Act  of  1965. 
Some  materials  purchased  with  these  monies  include  an  overhead 
projector,  tape  recorder,  tachometer,  filmed  reading  lessons, 
basic  vocabulary  film,  language  master  and  various  other  teach- 
ing aids.  Reading  is  of  the  utmost  importance  and  these  materials 
will  help  by  offering  a  variety  of  techniques  in  the  teaching 
of  reading. 

Approximately  $1,400.00  was  spent  in  the  area  of  speech 
therapy.  These  monies  were  also  made  available  through  the 
Elementary  and  Education  Act  of  1965.  The  money  was  used  for 
basic  equipment  and  a  speech  therapist.  This  program  was 
carried  out  on  a  union  basis  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert 
Dolph,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  union  curriculum  committee  was  established  to  study 
and  write  curriculum  guides  in  the  areas  of  Social  Studies  and 
the  Language  Arts.  This  committee  will  resume  its  studies  next 
year. 
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A  physical  education  program  was  conducted  in  the  fall  and 
spring,  weather  permitting.  All  eight  grades  participated  in  this 
very  popular  program. 

Miss  Sweeney  coached  the  girls'  softball  team  which  went 
undefeated  for  a  very  successful  season. 

The  boys'  baseball  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Gradual,  also  had 
a  successful  season  with  a  record  of  seven  wins  and  three 
losses. 

A  group  of  approximately  ten  boys  comprised  the  Auburn 
basketball  team  which  although  not  being  successful  in  regards 
to  wins  and  losses,  did  have  an  enjoyable  time  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Gradual. 

During  the  school  year  the  student  in  grades  one  through 
four  participated  in  a  hobby  show  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  and 
the  students  in  grade  five  through  eight  participated  in  a  science 
fair.  Other  activities  enjoyed  by  the  students  included  trips  to 
the  following  places  of  interest:

Mystery  Hill  Caves  and  Canobie  Lake  Park,  Salem,  N.H.

Post  Office,  Auburn  and  Manchester,  N.H. 

Cote's  Bread  Manufacturers,  Cott  Bottling  Company, 

Fire  Station,  Grenier  Air  Base,  Manchester,  N.H. 

Museum,  Auburn,  N.H. 

The  teachers,  principal,  students  and  citizens  of  Auburn 
are  all  anxiously  awaiting  the  opening  of  the  new  addition  to 
the  present  Village  School.  Such  a  facility  will  certainly  add  to 
the  education  of  the  Auburn  children. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  role  of  the  school  nurse  in  the  school  system  is  often 
misunderstood  and  needs  clarification. 

The  nurse  is  subservient  to  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  She  must  obtain  30  credits  (all  required 
courses)  beyond  her  R.N.,  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  or  6  every 
2  years.  The  list  of  required  courses  and  demands  for  certifica- 
tion were  set  up  in  1963.  Courses,  not  on  this  prescribed  list, 
taken  by  the  school  nurses  prior  to  1963,  are  not  valid  toward 
the  30  credits.  This  means  that  nurses  with  many  years  of  ex- 
perience are  working  exactly  the  same  as  newer  nurses  toward 
certification  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  school  nurse  is  also  on  the  teachers'  retirement  system 
and  belongs  to  the  teachers  associations  as  well  as  the  school 
nurse  associations. 

Most  school  nurses  do  not  conduct  regular  formal  classes 
unless  they  are  accredited  to  do  so,  but  they  are  involved  with 
the  student  in  many  learning  situations  and  may  conduct  informal 
classes  as  situations  arise.  The  school  nurse  acts  as  a  consult- 
ant and  research  person  for  the  teacher  and  is  the  liaison  be- 
tween the  home  and  the  school. 

The  foregoing  may  explain  why  the  nurse  in  the  school  is 
called  a  school  nurse-teacher. 

The  physical,  emotional  and  mental  health  of  each  student 
is  the  concern  of  the  nurse.  Therefore,  she  must  be  prepared  to 
meet  more  than  the  numerous  emergencies  of  a  physical  nature 
that  arise.  She  discusses  each  child  with  the  teacher,  and  the 
parents,  when  necessary.  She  must  know  the  many  available 
agencies  and  resources  for  the  help  or  treatment  necessary  for 
each  child.  Parents  should  feel  that  they  can  call  upon  the  school 
nurse  for  help  in  any  area.  This  does  not  include  diagnosis  or 
treatment  by  the  nurse,  as  these  are  the  responsibility  of  a 
doctor.  The  nurse  may  suggest  or  recommend.  Neither  the  nurse 
or  a  teacher  may  give  aspirin  or  any  other  medication  unless  the 
child  has  a  prescription  medicine.  In  this  case  the  parent  should 
call  the  nurse  and  discuss  arrangements  for  the  dosage  and  the 
time  to  be  given.  Parents  are  advised  to  confer  with  the  teacher 
or  nurse  whenever  a  child  is  taking  any  type  of  medication,  in- 
cluding tranquillizers.  The  best  learning  takes  place  when  an 
environment  most  suited  to  the  child  can  be  provided  with  com- 
plete knowledge  of  the  individual  child. 
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The  more  familiar  aspects  of  the  health  program  include  the 
testing  of  vision,  hearing  and  tuberculin  testing.  A  dental  pro- 
gram, sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.,  provides  a  budgeted  amount  of 
dental  care  to  those  children  needing  it.  In  conjunction  with  this 
program  the  state  dental  hygienist  provides  aids  and  material  to 
the  teachers  for  dental  instruction.  Immunization  clinics  through 
the  State  Department  of  Health  are  held  as  often  as  possible  with 
the  school  nurse  working  in  cooperation  with  the  district  nurse. 
Any  referrals  resulting  from  the  testing  program  may  be  discussed 
with  the  nurse,   and  help  is  given  when  sought  by  the  parent. 

All  cases  of  communicable  disease  should  be  reported  to  the 
school  as  it  is  an  aid  to  the  nurse  and  other  parents  in  watching 
for  symptoms  during  epidemics.  A  child  must  stay  out  of  school 
a  minimum  of  seven  days  with  all  communicable  diseases  except 
German  measles,  in  which  case  five  days  are  sufficient.  He  does 
not  need  a  certificate  to  return  to  school  at  the  end  of  that  time 
but  must  be  free  of  all  symptoms.  In  cases  of  skin  diseases 
such  as  impetigo  and  ringworm  a  doctor's  certificate  is  required 
in  order  to  return  to  school.  Only  a  doctor  can  determine  when 
these  are  no  longer  contagious. 

The  support  and  cooperation  of  all  parents  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a  healthy  school  environment.  This  is  our  primary  con- 
cern as  it  is  essential  as  a  basis  for  better  learning.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPEECH  THERAPIST 

To  the  Auburn  School  Board  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

A  Speech  Therapy  Program  has  been  organized  and  institu- 
ted with  Title  I  Federal  Government  Funds  provided  for  Super- 
visory Union  #10  in  elementary  schools  in  Auburn,  Derry, 
Londonderry,  and  Windham. 

This  program  has  been  in  existence  since  February,  1966 
and  until  June  of  last  year  five  graduate  students  of  Speech 
Pathology  were  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  for  this  School 
Union.  During  this  time  approximately  100  children  were  seen 
for  one-half  hour  weekly  in  a  small  group  or  individual  session. 

A  seven  week  summer  program  followed  providing  more 
extensive  service  for  the  children  and  allowing  considerable 
parent  participation.  Approximately  40  children  attended,  usually 
twice  to  three  times  weekly. 

The  program  has  continued  for  the  1966-67  school  year  but 
because  funds  have  not  been  available,  a  full  day  of  this  program 
has  been  eliminated.  More  extensive  services  are  now  needed 
in  these  areas  as  the  population  is  so  rapidly  expanding.
